Austro-German Rush in 
Galicia Appears to Have 
At Last Been Stopped 


RUSSIANS SAY THEY HAVE TAKEN OFFENSIVE 
WHICH IS BELIEVED TO MEAN THAT ANOTHER 
MIGHTY ATTEMPT OF THE ENEMY HAS ExX- 
PENDED ITSELF. 


LONDON, May 31.—The great battle on the San to which the 
Russians fell back after retreating over half of Galicia, still rages, 
but the Russians assert that they have assumed the offensive, This 
statement is taken in London to mean that another mighty. German 
effort hae expended itself. 

Though the fate of Przemysl is still uncertain, it ig contended 
in allied circles that the Austro-Germans have failed of their pur- 
pose to crush the Russians in Galicia, and that their rush forward, 
costing as it did thousands of lives, has fallen short just as did the 
repeated thrusts at Warsaw and Calais. 

The official statement issued tonight by the Austrian war cffice 
makes no claim of any noteworthy advances in the east, dismissing 
the Przemysl region with the brief declaration that ‘the fighting 
continues’’, and asserting that there have been no serious engage- 
ments elsewhere on the eastern front. 

Tho Russians, on the other hand, claim victories virtually all 
along the entire front, especially beyond the Dniester, where they 
say they have taken seven thousand prisoners.

‘Sergt.. -A.. H. -Dickins, of Hills- 
down, with. the 1st. Canadian Con- 
tingent,* referring to the battle of 
Langemarck, in: which “the glorious 
Canadians” stemmed the tide of 
battle, writes: “I expect you will 
have been wondering what has hap- 
pened to me, as-of course you will 
have seen fromthe papers what we 
have been doing lately. We have 
certainly been in the thick ~ of it 
this time. The shell fire was awful; 
at one time we were lying down on 
a road, unable to move, as_ tha 
shrapnel shells’:were exploding all 
over us. I don’t’ think the people at 
home realize ‘what brutes the Ger- 
mans are. Those gas shells they use 
are truly awful, and some of the 
poor fellows I helped out (when we 
were retiring) died before we could 
eet them to the hospital. George, 
Norman and I’ came through safely, 
although' iti seems impossible that 
anyone could have lived through it. 
For eight days we never had a 
rest ; we had no blankets, and lived 
on beef, biscuits and water. We ‘have 
only one officer. fit for duty left in 
my company.”

Brantford Boy Victim, He 
Says, of Crucifixion 


Pte. Barrie of 13th Declares He 
Assisted in Removing Body 


LONDON, June 1st.—Pte. George Barris, of the 18th battalion 
(Royal Highlanders), who was wounded but expects to rejoin his 
unit immediately, says he was one of those who helped to take down 
the body of the Canadian sergeant who had been crucified by the 
Germans.. 

The victim, Barrie says, was a sergeant in the,medical service, 
and from letters on him he appeared to have come from Brantford, 
Ont. Barrie says he lost the sergeant’s pay book and letters in 
thrusting through barbed wire entanglements. The victim was 
about 24 years of age, Barrie says, and was found with one Ross 
tifle bayonet through his shoulder, and a Lee-Enfield bayonet 
through his right side, two German bayonets through his legs and 
directly through the lower parts of his body. The maltreaters were 
the Second Prussian Guards, Barrie says. 


Germany Says She 
Is Not to Blame for 
‘  Killmg Americans 


May 31st.—The official text of the note from Germany was 
before the president early to-day. Officials generally read it with 
profound disappointment, for, they pointed out, ‘‘it endeavored to 
obscure and evade the main issue—the questions of humanity in- 
volved—and sought to interpose a technical argument on matters of 
law hitherto undisputed under the universally accepted laws of 
nations. Most important of all, it was noted that no attention was 
given to the request of the United States for assurance that 
American lives would be safeguarded in the future. 

The course of the United States government is expected to be 
shaped before the day is over, and will be discussed at to-morrow’s 
cabinet meeting. Through Ambassador Gerard, the president has 
known for several days the disappointing character of the German 
note. What his action will be is unknown to anyone but himself— 
if, indeed, he has formed definite conclusions.

Militant feminism of a genuinely 
heroic sort is exemplified in the per- 
son and exploits of a woman who is 
a colonel in the Russian army—Col, 
Alexandra Koudasheva in command 
of the Sixth Ural Cossack Regiment. 

Before distinguishing herself in dar. 
ing raids against the Germans in East 
Prussia, Mme. Koudasheva was known 
throughout the empire for having com. 
pleted what is reported to have been 
the longest horseback ride ever un: 
dertaken by a woman. She rode from 
Harbin through Manchuria, Siberia, 
and the forest of European Russia ta 
Petrograd, covering in all 8,000 miles. 

At the outbreak of the war Mme. 
Koudasheva joined the Cossack regi. 
Ment in which her husband had 
served years ago. She was wounded 
twice in encounters in East Prussia, 
received the’Cross of St. George, the 
V.C. of Russia, for bravery; became 
a lieutenant, and finally a colonel, 
She has also been promised the mili. 
tary pension which her husband, wha 
died severul years ago, failed to re: 
ceive. “gs 

Accounts: cf Col. Koudasheva’s ex- 
ploits, printed in Russian newspapers, 
show her to be a woman of refine- 
ment, a lover of sports, and possessed 
of a talent for music. Her letters 
and diary indicate that she has no 
mean ability with her pen.

American Steamer 
is Torpedoed Off 
The Coast of 
Ireland 


NEBRASKAN, HER FORE- 

HOLDS FULL OF WATER, 

REMAINS AFLOAT AND 

TURNS BACK TO LIVER- 
POOL. 


London, May 26.—The American 
steamer Nebraskan, Capt. Green, 
bound from Liverpool to Delwaroe 
Breakwater, was torpedoed by a 
submarine yesterday, at a point 40 
miles southwest of Fastnet, off the 
south coast of Ireland. 

The steamer was not sunk by the 
explosion, although her fore compart- 
ments filled with water, and she 13 
making her way back to Liverpool 
under her own steam, at about eight 
knots an hour. : 

The Nebraskan’s crew reports that 
the sea was calm at the time the at- 
tack was made. There was no 
warning and the torpedo struck the 
vessel near the bow. 


Her. crew took to the boats and 
rowed away from the steamer, but 
finding that she did not sink, dnd 


that ‘the damage was apparently not 
sufficient to disable her, they return- 
ed aboard and got the vessel under 


way again. : 

Calls for help were sent out by 
wireless, but subsequently counter- 
manded. When the Nebraskan pass- 
ed Kinsale at 11 a.m. today she was 
flying the international code signal 
to indicate that, she was under con- 
trol and not in need of assistance. 

The vessel repurts by wireless that 
no lives were lost by the explosion 
of the torpedo. The Nebraskan does 
not carry passengers. The news was 
received by the admiralty and imme- 
diately communicated to the United 
States ambassador. 


SUBMARINE OFF IRISH COAST. 


Crookhaven, Ireland, May 26.—It 
was learned today that q submarine 
was seen last night off the southern 
eoast of Ireland. She was sighted 
shortly after 9 p.m. near Galley 
Cove, which is about 10 miles from 
Fastnet. No connection has been es- 
tablished between this incident and 
the mishap to the steamer Nebras- 
kan, which is reported to have oc- 
curred shortly before 9 o'clock at a 
point about 40 miles from Fastact. 
A steamer was outside Crookhaven, 
which lies just north of Galley Cove, 
at about 9 o’clock last might. As 
she approached in the direction of 
Fastnet Lighthouse two loud re- 
ports of a gun were heard. A boat 
in Crookhaven harbor went in the 
direction of the steamer which put 
about and was lost to sight. 

Several residents of Crookhaven 
avent along the shore, keeping a 
sharp lookout. They sighted a sub- 
marine off Galley Cove, near the 
mouth of Little Creek. One of the 
men on shore fired two shots with a 
rifle at the men in the conning tower 
ef the submarine.

His willingness to 
accept a subordinate position and 
work for the success of the new 
government is likely to make him 
popular with the country and aid 
his future political career.

Mr. Lloyd-(ieorge and Mr. Hender- 
son will be especially charged with 
the task of rallying the working men 
to the government’s support, and 
much is expected of the former chan- 
cellor in organizing the country’s in-

Sir Edward Carson represents the 
Ulster faction of Ireland, and there 
is regret that Mr. Redmond declined 
to enter the cabinet and make the 
representation embrace all political 
parties.

British battleship Triumph
